"PIRACY IN THE CANTON

The question of opening a custom 
house at Teagyueh under I. M. C. control 
was discussx] some time ago and it was 
originally intended to open such a station 
in 1900. It was decided, however, to wait 
until the Northern troubles subsided. In 
the autumn of last year, when Mr. Lirron 
was appointed British Consul at Teugyueh, 
a Custome staff was sent from Shanghai 
to the same place. The Consular and 
Customs parties met at Bhamo «and 
travelled together to their destination, 
which they reached in November, By their 
arrival the status of Tengyueh was naturally 
altered, and Mr. Montaomery’s notes, 
which are illustrated by two sketch-maps, 
may be taken as an indication of intention 
on the part of the Imperial ‘ Maritime 
Customs to foster the development of com. 
merce with Burma. The Commissioner 
quotes figures to show that the transfrontier 
trade is already in a flourishing condition. 
“To increase it in the future," he says, 
“some encouragement should be given to 
the export trade; but unfortunately 
Western Yunnan's most valuable product, 
opium, is prohibited from entering Burma, 
and there is little likelihood of this pro- 
hibition being removed.” At present the | 
exports which bulk most largely in the 
export list are leather, hides and skins, raw 
silk, living animals (chiefly horses, ponies, 
and mules), orpiment, tea, cordage and 
ropes, fruit and vegetables. The principal 
imports through Bhamo to Tengyueb are 
cotton, leather, and to a less extent woollen 
piece goods. ‘The obstacles to the increase 
of trade are difficulty of some of the routes, 
the turbulence of the Kachins on another, 
and on the chief road, the Manwyna, the 
heavy exactions made from traders using it. 
Mr. Monroomery instances the payment 
made on a load of 180 catties of cotton 
yarn imported via Manwyne, Nan.-tien, 
and Tengyueh to Yung-chang, on the way 
to Tali-fu. Altogether Tis. 4.95 or 
about 15 per cent. on the value of the 
load are said to be exacted. “In future,’ 
he says, however, “the same weight of 
the yarn will have to pay only Tls. 1.71 
if the Transit Pass system is made use of.” 
From Mr. Monraomery’s notes it may be 
gathe.ed that if the vexatious taxes which 
merchants ure at present forced to pay be 
got rid of in favour of the Transit Pass 
system, and if the Kachins be pacified so as 
to allow the reopening of a trade route 
whith was used twenty years ago. but is 
now abandoned, there is a prospect of a 
considerable advance in this transtrontier 
commerce ; but at present the latter is only 
in its infancy.

HONGKONG. 
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It is not too much to say that tllat portion of 
Queen's Road between the Post Office and Ice 
Honse Street would vie with many of .the most 
congested London crossings in the matter of 
dangers to the pedestrian. The never ending 
double line of rickshas pretty we monopolises 
the whole of the available walking space there. 
Then there is the frequent bicyclel One hears 
cyc'ists often complaining that they can ride 
their machines only at the imminent risk 
of a broken neck, for ths tinkle of 
the alarm bell conveys no meaning to the 
ricksha-puller or his confrere thel chair-coolie. 
Some wheelmen have resorted td the practice 
of carrying a stick at the handle-bar with 
which to persuade the obstruciionipts to “halve 
the road,” thus following the example set by a 
very worthy member of the medical pro- 
fession in the Colony. But while cyclists 
have no doubt ground of complaint, the general 
public who do not use the wheel have some causa 
to grumble at the cyclist. Cases of furious 
riding are far from being exceptional in the 
crowded streets of the city. Recklass riding, too. 
is common, entailing primarily perhaps danger 
to the rider but as often as not dauger also to 
pedestrians. For instance, a cydlist was seen 
the other day coming down Battary Path ata 
high rate of speed without a brake. I{ was 
more by good luck than good guillance that he 
did not crash into a group of chairp and rickshas 
standing at the bottom. Another|cyclist rushed 
down the steep gradient of Ice House &treet at 
break-neck speed, the only restraining agency 
being his foot stuck in the fork| One almost 
shivers to hear it related that a young 
lady came dowu Old Bailey some time ago in the 
same foolhardy fashion. Another danger to 
the lieges exists in those heavy, lumbering 
hand-carts which stacked with bples or bottles 
come down with a rush from the side stree{s to 
the Queen's Road level. Espebially is this 
nuisance obvious in the neighbourhood of 
D’Agnilar Street. It is a wonder that ac- 
cidents are not more freqaent than they appear 
to be. Of the same sort are the big water-carts 
of the P.W.D.; these also sometimes come down 
from the side streets, such as Gardbu Road, with 
a crowd of coolies hanging on in the rear in an 
andeavour to overcome the velocity of the 
descent. Surely commonsense should teach the 
coolies, or at any rate their oversders, to use a 
skid-brake. It is simple, anything but costly 
and its effectiveness is beyond question. 
Slipped below one wheel it would retard the 
heaviest. descending waggon and| rob of their 
terrors the potential Juggernauts of Hongkong.

6. Regarding the principels of comp nsation 
whereon municipal improvements of the kind 
here comtemplated have been carried out in 
England, your petitioners beg to refer Your 
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aa to the following Public General 
ct :— 

(a) The Lands Clauses Consolidation Act, 
1845, opens with the recital that “it is expedient 
to comprise in one Generul Act sundry provi- 
sions usually introduced into Acts relative to 
the acquisition of lands required for under- 
takings of a public nature and ,to the compen- 
sation to be made -for the same.” ‘Lhis is the 
keynote of the Act, which is devoted to effectua- 
ting the principle that everyone injuriously 
affected by any such undertaking shall receive 
full compensation. 
me The Towns Improvement Clauses Act, 

o47, 

Section 21 provides that compensation shall 
be paid f.r any damage occasioned by the 
execulion of the powers of the Act. : 

(+), The Public Health Act, 1875. 

Section 121 (as also The Infectious Diseases 
Act 1890, section 6) provides for the destruction 
of infected clothes and bedding, subject to 
com pensation. 

The Bill contains in the byelaws for Disin- 
fection in schedule B a simil-r power, but 
without the relieving provision of compensa. - 
tion, which should certainly be given in these 
cases, as also wherever damage is caused in the 
process of disinfecting houses under the byelaws 
forthe Prevention of Disease in the said schedule. 

Section 155 empowers the local authority to 
regulate the building line, subject to the con- 
pensation of any owner injuriously affected. 

Contrast Section 6 (19) of the Bill; compen- 
sation should certainly be paid to any owners 
of land already leased from the Crown who is 
required to sacrifice part of his land by a 
change in the building line. - 

Section 38 propounds the principle of 
compensation in the following words :—' Where 
any person sustaics any damage by reason of 
the exercise of any of the powers of this Act, in 
relation {o any matter as to which he is not 
himself in default, fall compensation shall. be 
made to him." : 

This is precisely the position wherein your 
petitioners claim that the Bill should place 
owners in this colony. But the following, ° 
among mauy others, are instances wherein the 
Bill would, without any compensation whatever, 
indict the most grievous injury upon owners, 
in cases where they have fully complied with 
the existing law. 

Section G (53) of the Bill proposes to reduce 


without | the European reservation by an extensive tract. 


Many large and costly European residences 
have, in reliance on the existing law, been 
built within this tract, and the immediate effect 
of the approach of Chinese tenement houses 
would be to depreciate such property. If it is 
necessary thus to increase the Chinese building 
area, your petilioners submit that it should only 
be done on terms of compensation to owners 
who are injuriously affected thereby, 

Section 48 of the Bill. Your petition. rs 
agree with the Government as to the neceasity 
of preventing overcowding in Chinese dwellings, 
but they suggest that the allowance of double 
the air space required by English Acts is 
excessive. The Chinese as a rule live much out 
of doors, use little artificial light, and no -fires 
except a few sticks at certain hours of the day 
in the kitchen. The byelaws made in England 
by the Local Government Board’ under The 
Public Health Act. 1875, roquire sleeping-rooms 
three hundred cubic feet for each inmate, and 
The Factory and Workshop Act, 1895, requires 
ordinarily two hundred and fifty cnbic feet. It 
is is submitted that in Hongkong four hundred 
cubic feet as provided by The Public Health 
Ordinance, 1901, is ample, and that at any rate 
if the allowance so recently fixed by the local 
legislature is now. to be increased this can only 
be justly done subject to compensation for any 
loss thereby occasioned in accommodation and 
reut. 

Secticn 147 of the Bill forbids the er. ction of 
buildings more than forty feet deep without 
lateral windows. The effect of this is that 
owners of deeper sites already leased from the 
crown (eg. Praya R-clamation lots) must 
sacrifice either every third house in a row or 80 
much of the land as exceeds the forty feet. 
Putting aside all questions of the expediency of 
the prohibition, it is clear that these sacrifices 
should not be required without compensation. 

Sections 148 and 149 of the Bill virtually 
forbid cubicles. Apart from the question of 
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compensation when private and + sted rights 
are injuriously -ffected for the public benefit.

AN ARTFUL RUSE. 

The Namhoi Magistrate is well-known as 
one of the ablest and most scheming officials in 
Canton; hig strategy is such that it seldom 
fails. A f-w days ago bo went with a number 
of soldiers into the v ilage of Sa Tow to sup- 
press a big clan fight. When there he ordered 
gentry aud elders of the bellizerent parties to 
app-ar before him on beard the mandaria boat; 
they came fully expecting to meet a frowning 
face or to hear a severe lecture. Instead. in a 
pleasing and conciliatory manner. he bade them 
sit down, and requested them to advise their 
people not to fht for a mere trifling motive 
bnt to live at peace with each other. They 
wore go well ;le sed that they have consented 
to bind themselves never to fight again; the 
Magistrate then requested them to surrender 
all their arms. After the bonds had been signed 
and the arms surrendered, he ordered them 
to be detained. and on conoting them over, 
there being more than three thousand piec 8 of 
arms, he ordered them to be contiscated and 
fined the possessors five taels apiece, amcnnting: 
{o 15,000 taels or more. Then the elders and 
gentry knew th t they had fallen into a trap.

F.-J. Badeley, C.S.P., Captain Lyons, D.S.P., 
Mr. Wodehouse, A.&.P., and all available 
inspectors, secgeants, and constables, members 
of the Gaol staff,a number of men from the 
deceased's old company in the Fusiliers, «E" 
Company, and several civilians. The service 
was conducted by the Rev. R. F. Johnson, 
Chaplain of the Cathedral. The coffin, which 
was covered with wreaths, four of them subscribed 
for and sent by Chinese policemen and firemen, 
was borne to the grave by a relief party of 
twelve constables. 

Our attention has been drawn to an incident 
which happened in the harbour on the 
11th inst., and which narrowly missed ending 
seriously. The facts as supplied to us ara as 
follows :—Just after the £.15 p.m. Star Ferry 
|launch from Hongkong for Kowloon had 
cleared the wharf, it was seen that the Rozetta 
Maru was steaming. hslf-speed on a cours 
| which would take her across the bow of the 
, ferry-boat. The practice usually followed in 
; such cases is for the ferry-lunnch to go round 
the stern of the bigger vessel, but in the present 
instance the coxswain departed from the custom 
and kept straight ahead, probably thinking that 
by putting on full speed he would be able 
comfortably to clear the bow of the Rosetta 
Maru. Tha fallacy of the move was apparent 
when it was too late to retrieve the mistake, for 
the {wo vessels were now steering converging 
courses which would inevitably bring them 
into collision. The greatest excitement pre- 
vailed on the launcb, both amongst tho 
European and Chinese passengers, who stared 
in fear at the menacing shape of the approaching 
steamer. A useless exchange of whistles took 
place, and a situation that seemed hopeless was 
saved only by the prompt action of the Jfaru's 
skipper, Captain Tate, who jammed his wheel 
over and turned the steamer’s head away from 


character. The shelter is of the kind geuerally 
known asa matshed.

Mr. Duncan Bowie, chief officer of the river 
steamer Hoi Ho, committed suicide by drowning 
on the evening of the 4th inst., off Ling Ting 


, Island. The sad incident happened at about 


half-past seven in the evening. a couple of 
hours after the Hoi /fo laft her barth here on 
the trip to Canton. Captain Paxton, the 
master, remained on the bridge till that time, 
avd then left Mr. Bowie in charge whilst he 
went below to his cabin, Just as he was 
entering it he heard a loul splash, and 
immediately went on deck to ascertain its 
cause. The chief officer was nowhere to 
be seen, and a question addressed to the 
Chinaman at the wheel elicited the startling 
information that the mate had “jumped over 
the side.” The steamer’s engines were at once 
reversed anda boat lowered with all despatch 
to search for the unfortunate man, who, how- 
ever, was never seen again. He made not a 
sign after entering the water, and it is 
believed that he was struck by the propeller. 
The only reason given for this act of s If- 
destruction is that the deceased was worried in- 
his mind regarding some floating property 
on the West River, to which his right of 
possession was contested by Chinese with 
whom he is said to have been in partner- 
ship. Mr. Bowie, who was a native of Oban, 
Argyllshire. Scotland, was about 40 years of 
age, and unmarried. He was well known in 
Hongkong and on the China coist generally, 
having been at one time or other in the service 
of most of the local steamship companies. His 
body has not yet been recovered. 

Tho lengthy list of fatal building collanses 
in the Colony has been added to by one that 
occurred on the 12th inat. in Wing Lok Street, 
near the Harbour Office, resulting in the death 
of two Chinese workman and the ssvere injury 
of three others, ara now in who hospital.

Orlando, to the memory of the late Capt. James 
Henry Burke, R.N.,C.B.. who commanded the 
Orlando three and a half years on the China 
Station, and served during the recent compaign. 
The distinguished officer was well known in 
Plymouth and Devonport, and was married in 
the R.C. Cathedral in 1878.— 

The P. & T. Times writes :—Rear-Admiral 
Sah has been taking effective meacures to deal 
with the growing pirdcy along the southern 
shores of the Gulf. The Chefoo native mer- 
chants made representations to the U.S. Consul, 
who, as trade was being paralysed, at once 
transferred the matter to Peking, with the result 
that Admiral Sah was wired to take instant and 
vigorous steps-to deal with the business. To 
us it is somewhat strange that so intelligent and 
active an officer did not act on his own initiative 
atonce. The Chinese have always endorsed the 
theory of Roman Law, that pirates are enemies 
of the human race. 

The servant difficulty seems pretty acute at 
Singapore. In a footnete to a letter the local 
Free Press writes. —The Hylam Secret Society 
case showed that the Society had for its objects: 
(1) To fight the enemies of the Society ; (2) to 
go out and steal, giving 30 -per cent of the 
proceeds to the Society ; (3) to furnish members 
with*maintenance if out of work, and lawyers if 
in trouble. Daily the police chronicl» certain 
records of Hylam servants charged with theft 
and it is not to be wondered at, ¢ nsidering the 
free hand.some employers give their servants 
and the éase with which they can dispose of 
stolen property. 

Admiral Baron Yamamoto, Japanese Minister 
for the. Navy, is reported to have said to a 

visitor that the three armoured cruisers, the 
Matsushima, Itsukushima and Hashidate, which 
proved themselves the best fighting vessels in 
the Japanese Navy during the war with China 
in 1894—5, were now entirely out of date com- 
pared with the present war-ships. Several of 
the smaller and older vessels in the Japanese 
fleet had already been proved lo be practically 
usele:s for active service. By the proposed 
extension of the Navy Admiral Baron Yama- 
moto said he meant the replacing of old vessels 
hy new ones, He did not consider that his 
scliome was worthy of such an attractive name 
as ‘the extension of the Navy in the third 
stage.” It simply meant the substitution of 
new ressels of about 8,000 tons for the. old 
oncs representing 5,000 tons. 

A telegram to the Ostusiat 
dated Tayeh, Ist November, 
newly established passenger gtation for the 
German Yangtsze steamers at Kichou, 
a station not far from Hankow, has been totally 
destroyed and plundered by the wharfingers of 
the other wharves. The wharfinger of the 
German wharf was driven into the Yangtsze 
but wassaved.” The N.-C, Daily News com- 
ments :--Lt is to be hoped that no attempt is to 
be made to make capital out of the reported 
outrage on a German wharfinger at Kichou. 
Kichou is a village on the north bank of the 
Yangtsze between Kiukiang and Hankow, 
some 15 miles below Cook's Head. There 
are no wharves or wharfingers there, and 
steamers ouly call occasionally if lights are shown, 
when a sampan. comes off with passengers.

The Fengtien Army was 
found to be insufficient for the purpose, 80 
Viceroy Yuan has sent out a body of troops 
under the command of General Kua to protect 
the line in conjunction with the Fengtien Army. 
The Russian Minister of Finance, says the 
Japan Matl, ‘has written to Count Matsukata 
saying that it will be impossible for him to visit 
Japan on the present occasion as his presence is 
required in St. Petersburg by the Tsar at an 
early date. The Minister's chief object in 
coming east seems to have been to inspect 
Viadivostock and alny. The inhabitants of 
Viadivostock are said to have petitioned that 
the place should be made 5 commercial port; 
and that certain facilities should be given to = 
importers. At Dalny it was pointed out to 
the Minister that since the construction of a 
breakwater the port has became more liable 
(o freeze in winter, and that an expenditure 
of several millions of roubles will be neces- 
sitated on that account. The breakwater in 
question stretches parallel to the shore, At 
its eastern extremity an opening is left. for 
access to the harbour, and from the southern 
end of the opening a dam extends to the 
shore. Naturally the water inside these 
structures would freeze more easily than it 
the sea were at liberty to beat in without ob- 
struction. It is not stated what answers M. 
de Witte gave to these representations either 
at Viadivostock or at Dalny. :
